'I'lie meaning of lie- decision in a nutshell is that 
oral hettiug on a horse race was not made a crime 
by Hie amendmcnis to tin* Hart -Agncw law that 
we r»- made in 19H». One of these amended the 
previous law. passed in 1908. at tin- request of Gov- 
ernor Hughe-, by adding tin* wolds with or with 
out writing " t<* the prohibition of hookmakiiig at 
lace track- . 

It' ;» piev ions division in the >.• -called “Laugati 
•a • the Court of Appeals bad nph-ld tin- lower 
courts in deriding that tin* anti race track law of 
T.tos did not forbid hookmakiiig as long as no writ- 
ten records of the bets were made. The amend 
meats sought to remedy this defect by inserting 'In* 
word- “with or without writing." It is the effect 
of tiiis amendment that the Appellate division has 
now decided did icq make j| a crime to make bets 
on horse- at race tracks. 

Ill the opinion ol .1 list ire Srndder. the whole case 
was summarized in this paragraph: 

"The l.egisiaiure ha- made it a crime to he! on 
prize tights. It ran make it a crime to bet on horse 
races, li lias not done -<* ami the court is powerless 
lo do so.”

“Tile in "o' niat ion lack- the necessary elements 
of profe--ionali-m. or habit ugliness." wrote Justice 
Scuddcr in hi- decision. In other words, the fact 
that a person makes bids with various persons at 

• aie particular race track of an afternoon <b»es not 
make him a bookmaker in tin eyes of the law. hi 
ord“r to prove ihai crime it is required that it he 
shown that the defendant ha- made i: a practice to 
lay odds ami make bets with all comers. 

“The information doe- not allege lltal there was 
any public piloting or offering of odds.” continued 
the opinion of .liisti<< Scuddcr. “There wa- no alle- 
gation of a solieitntion of bets or anv acts of in- 
ducing the public to invest iis money in gambling.” 

That the so-called "director-" liability clause" in 
the auli race track law is ai.-c without teeth was 
tin* dictum of Justice Scmldef. although that matter 
did not eome liefori* him i »: tin* ease at issue. On 
this subject Justice Scuddcr wrote as follows: 

"It is erroneous t • * say that any director could 
he held liable under the-* coiidii ions under the 
pre-eiit law. S«*otion 973 of the penal law must be 
strict I y construed. This section prohibits the keep 
iug • f race tracks used for gambling, and no director 
could he convicted of keeping a race track used for 
gambling miles- it wa- proved that be had guilty 
knowledge i hat the place was. not once or twice, but 
continually u- -d for gambling in the form of book 
making (not private bet ting t and that lie had taken 
Do effective incans to -ton it.”

He 
wa- also exceedingly lucky as a breeder in a small way. which at the same time was a large wav in r* 
nil.-. Joseph Cairn Simpson, formerly well known personally and is a writer of turf stories and breeding 
theories lore in Chicago, had emigrated to Caiitorula some time in the seventies. He took some horses out 
with him, lwdli trotters and thoroughbreds. Among them was a thoroughbred mare by the Bonnie Scotland 
horse, Malcolm. Her tiatpe was Marion and in time she became the property of Theodore Winters. Mr. 
Winter- wa- a man of notion and one of nis |k*» notions was Unit tin* Truekee Valley in Nevada was as 
well adapt’d to tin* raising of the thoroughbred horse as any of the favored and more fashionable sections 
of California. of course the Native Sons laughed this idea of bis to scorn, but Marion was a peerless 
broodmare and enabled him to turn the laugh the other way.

Weather Conditions Finally Have Settled and Good 
Sport Is in Prospect — Gossip of the Horses. 

El Paso, Tex.. February 22.— More than the usual 
amount of rain has fallen in this section this winter 
and as a consequence the mud runners have, had a 
veritable harvest and those unable to run iu such 
going have boon compelled to remain in the stables 
at the .Hurt rex track. As tne tains are now nppar 
ently over and as spring weather here is always of 
an ideal character, the closing weeks of the meeting 
are certain to see the best horses in the stables 
under i-olors and it is a sure tiling that some of the 
l*est races of tbe season are yet to come. I'liat the 
meeting win continue successful to the end is a 
foregone conclusion, as in spite of bad weather amt 
track conditions recently there was I it lb* diminish 
iug of attendance and the volume of business in the 
ring was as heavy as on Ihe biggest days here in 
preceding years. 

Pan Zttrcta. which was unbeaten at this 

meeting up to yesterday, lias the record of 
seventeen races won, though slit* is only in 
the second month of her three-year-old form. 
As a two year old last season she started nineteen 
times, winning thirteen races and finishing second 
in three, third twice and unplaced once. So far 
this season she has raced five times and upon all but 
one oerasiiHi lias finished first. She lias so far won 
$5,602 in stakes and purses. $5,512 of which she 
won as a two- year- old last season and her win 
tiiiigs so far ibis season amount to $2. ISO. Many 
now look u i s m i he Texas-bred filly as the next Ken 
tucky Oaks winner for. although she has only 
shown sprinting • ability . she wins her races like a 
thorough stayer. Being hy Al*e Frank, she is a 
grand daughter of Hanover on her sire's side and as 
her dam is hy Rancoeas. a son of Iroquois, it will he 
noted she is closely related to tin* only American 
bred winner of the Epsom Derby and the St- Leger. 
Pan Zareta is a sister to Calisse. a great rarer for 
her inches and good enough as a two-year-old in 
1911 to go to Kentucky from the .1 uar*-z track and 
win both the Debutante Stakes at Churchill Downs 
and the Glipsetta Stakes at Latonia. Galisse was 
too small to develop into a winner of (lie Oaks type 
last season as a three-year-old. but Fan Zareta is 
built on more heroic lines than her speedy sister and 
is, in fact, as big as a filly ordinarily should he so 
early iu her t hree year old form.

Collectively they are :i 
distinct improvement in value over ibe Kentucky 
stake program of last year. The most radical 
change in tin? proposals of the senior organzation. 
tin* Now Louisville Jockey Club, is in connection 
with tin* time-honored Kentucky Derby. Since 1S96. 
to and including last year, this event has been of 
the guaranteed value of $8,909. of which the win- 
ner's iHtrtion was $4,850. This year it is of the 
added value of $5,000 and it is quite probable that 
it may net the winner more than in any year 
marking its previous history, this being ihe’ $5,400 
which fell to Ed Corrigan in 1890 when Riley came 
horn** first in advance of Bill I-eteher and Robes 
piono. That year if had but $2,500 added and had 
1 15 entries, of w hich eighty om* paid forfeits and oue 
was void. It is in keeping with the historical dig- 
nity of the race that its value- should bo increased 
anil it is to he hoped that next year it. may be still 
further advanced. 

Tin* oilier events offered hy the club are the Ken 
tucky Oaks. Clark Handicap, Louisville Handicap. 
Churchill Downs Handicap. Frank Fehr Stakes. To- 
bacco Stakes. Bash ford Manor Stakes. Debutant** 
Stakes and Juvenile Stakes, to each of which $1,000 
is added. Entries to all of the sfak**s offered close 
at midnight of Saturday. March 1. and are to be 
mailed t<* Lyman 11. Davis, secretary, laxiisville. 
Ky. Kentucky racing is securely established and 
protected hy law, its returns in stakes and nurses 
are good and the advisability from a business point 
of view of making liberal nominations to the stakes 
now offered is so obvious as to call for not especial 
urging. 

John llnrlimoistcr. general manager of lioth tbe 
Latonia and Douglas Park tracks, recently electri 
tied horsemen b\ tie* announcement of stake pro- 
grams for the coming soring meetings at tin* two 
tracks far iu advance of ahyiliing that had been 
expected.
